New York, Oct. 25.—Rufus W heeler ; 
Peckham , associate Justice of the su- j 
pram s court of the U nited S tates, died j 
at his sum m er home. A ltam ount. ju st 
outside of Albany. He was appointed 
by P resident Cleveland in 1895. 
His death was due to angina pec­ 
toris. 
Rufus W. Peckham was born at Al­ 
bany, N. Y., Nov. 8. 1838. He was edu­ 
cated at Albany academ y and in Phil 
adeiphia. He w as adm itted to the bar 
in 1859. 
He was d istrict attorney of 
Albany county in 1858. L ater he was 
corporation counsel of Albany 
From 
1883 to 1886 he waa a justice of the 
suprem e court of New York. From then 
until 1895 he was associate justice of 
the court of appeals of New York. 
In 
th at year he was appointed to the su­ 
prem e court of th e U nited S tates by 
P resident 
Cleveland. 
P erhaps 
the 
m ost im portant opinion he ever deliv­ 
ered during the q u arter of a century 
he served on the bench w as handed 
down in 1905. in which section HO of 
the New York sta te labor law vras held 
unconstitutional 
in 
restrictin g 
the 
hours of labor. Justices H arlan. W hite, 
Day and H olm es dissented from this 
opinion. 
xMr. Peckham was an ardent and ag ­ 
gressive D em ocrat. H e was president 
of the Albany D em ocratic county com­ 
m ittee at one tim e. He has been the 
presiding officer of several conventions 
of the partv and took an active j*art in 
the national conventions of 1876 and 
1880.

terferes W ith T heir W ork— W orkers 


Will Not be Sold Beer by the Keg. 


Pittsburg. Oct. 25. — The U nited 
S tates Steel corporation has decided 
to m ake an effort to control the drin k ­ 
ing habit of 25,(Kau persons in F ayette 
county, Pa., interested in the m anu­ 
facture of coke, and will invest $10,- 
000.000 in the project to obtain posses­ 
sion of the nine brew eries now running 
inside the county. 
W hile the effort 
is being m ade to m erge these brew er­ 
ies. it is understood th at the Steel 
corporation is back of the whole move 
and will try to regulate the drinking 
of the foreigners, it being figured th at 
at least 3 per cent b etter retu rn s can 
be gleaned on the m illions invested 
there by regulating the drink of the 
coke worker, perm itting him to drink, 
but stipulating w here and when he 
shall drink. 
Sale* of beer by the keg or by the 
barrel to the coke w orker is w hat the 
corporation objects to. and this it will 
try to remedy. 
For m ore than a year 
figures have been gathered on drink­ 
ing among the coke w orkers, and It is 
found that for seventy-two hours after 
each day the coke ovens don’t run 
more than 
tw o th ird s capacity, and 
there is scarcely a pay day when hun­ 
dreds of tons of coke a re not ruined 
by inability to get proper men to care 
for it in the ovens. 
The idea is to increase the num ber 
of 
licensed 
drinking 
places in the 
county, so that all th e workm en will 
be supplied, but to kill th e sale of 
drink in bulk to the coke w orker, it 
being alleged that the w orkm an lays 
in a great store of drink when he has 
monev and then “lies down beside IL”

NE of the most im portant parts 
of 
the equipment 
for 
live 
stock farm ing is a good sys­ 
tem of fences. 
Poor fences 
cause breachy stock and eudless trou­ 
ble. 
lu the case of horses a wire cut 
due to a poor fence will often mean 
a large euough loss to pay for several 
rods of good fence. 
Woven wire is unquestionably the 
liest feuclug material. 
It is sightly, j 
durable and efficient. 
The expense is 
higher than for barbed wire. but this j 
can ne cut down by making ouly the 
lower part of the fence of woven wire 
and using barbed wire for the upper 
part. 
The strip of woven wire should 
be from two to three feet in height.

with two or three barbed wires od top. 
This makes a fence that will turn any 
kind of stock from pigs to horses. 
There is little danger of a horse get­ 
ting into such a fence and getting cut. 
Where much stock is kept it will pay 
to have the entire farm fenced with 
this or some other kind of fence that 
is bog or sheep tight. It is not a ques­ 
tion of w hether you can afford it or 
not; it is a question of w hether you 
can afford not to do It. 
It will prob­ 
ably not be infusible to fence all the 
farm in ooe year. but the work should 
be done as rapidly as possible. 
The 
extra feed the hogs and sheep will j 
pick up will pay the entire cost of fenc­ 
ing In a very few years. 
Cement Posts. 
The first part of the fence to be put 
up is the posts. 
The time for putting 
up cheap posts that will rot out and 
tid'd renewal in three or four years Is 
fiast. 
There are two ways of secur­ 
ing lasting I Hists—making them of ce­ 
ment aud treating wooden posts with 
creosote. 
Cement posts are not hard 
to make. 
The first step is to make a 
wooden mold of the proper size. About 
six inches square at the bottom, taper­ 
ing to four at the top, Is a very good 
size. 
Three cornered strips should be 
placed in the bottom of the molds to 
make the corners of the posts rounded. 
A num ber of molds eau be built side 
by side, so that several posts can be 
made at once. 
The best m ixture for 
remold posts is one part portland ce­ 
ment. two and one-half parts clean, 
sharp sand and five parts gravel. The 
sand aud cement should be mixed dry. 
Then add w ater and mix to a thick 
mortar. 
After this is well 
mixed 
spread it out in a thin layer and spread 
the required am ount of gravel over it. 
Mix the w bota?mass well by shoveling 
over several times. 
The inside of the molds should be 
greased with soft soap to keep the 
cement from sticking. 
Spread about 
one aud one-half Inches of concrete 
over the bottom and tam p it well. 
Near each corner lay a steel wire 
lengthwise of the post. 
These re-en­ 
forcing wires should be fairly heavy, 
but will not need to be galvanized, as 
the concrete will keep them from ru st­ 
ing. 
They should be looped at the 
end to prevent slipping. 
Now add 
concrete up to within an Inch of the 
top of the mold, tam p again and put 
in two more re-enforcing wires. 
Fill 
the mold to the top, tamp and round 
off the upper corners. 
Long staples 
with the points bent a little to keep 
them from pulling out should he stuck 
Into the cem ent at the places where 
the wires are to be fastened. 
After 
the posts are set the wires can be 
fastened to these staples by a small 
piece of soft wire tw isted through 
them. 
A fter the cement has partially set 
It should be covered with saud to 
keep it from drying out too rapidly. 
The posts should be sprinkled at least 
once a day for a week, when they may 
be taken from the molds and stored 
away in moist sand to cure. 
It takes 
sixty days for a cement post to cure 
properly, and It should not be set be­ 
fore th at time. 
In the meantime the 
sand should be kept moist by occa­ 
sional sprinklings. 
The cost of ma­ 
terial for cement posts the size men­ 
tioned and seven feet loug is not 
more than 25 cents a post. not count­ 
ing the labor. 
When once In place 
they will lust practically forever. 
The method of treating wooden fence* 


frosts with creosote is very simple and 
inexpensive. 
Any kind of post is suit­ 
able for use with this treatm ent—in­ 
deed. the poorest soft wood posts last 
the longest after being properly treat­ 
ed. 
The apparatus needed consists of 
two small metal tanks, oue of which 
is arranged so that a fire can be built 
under it. 
Both tanks are filled two- 
thirds full of creosote, which can be 
bought by the barrel at reasonable 
rates. 
The creosote in one of these 
tanks is heated almost to boiling, and 
the posts, which must be well sea­ 
soned, are placed in it and left for 
about six hours. Usually only the part 
of the post that is to go into the ground 
is treated. 
A fter remaining in the hot creosote 
for six hours the posts are taken out 
anil immediately placed in the cold 
creosote. 
The sudden 
reduction of 
tem perature causes the steam In the 
{•ores of the post to contract, making 
a partial vacuum, and the air pressure 
drives the creosote into all parts of 
the poet. 
This treatm ent costs only 
about IO cents a post. 
The treated 
posts will last tw enty years or longer, 
or about five times as long as untreat­ 
ed ones. 
In putting up a perm anent woven 
wire fence great care must be taken 
to see that the corner posts are well 
braced. 
Fig. I shows a very effec- 
ive way of making a solid corner. The 
•orner j>ost should be considerably lar­ 
der than the others. 
A bole 2 by 4 
fb<>uld lie dug to set It in. 
Bolt a 
piece of plank about three feet long 
to the bottom of the post and a shorter 
piece at right angles to the first. 
Fill 
in dirt up to the top of these aud tam p 
It solid. 
Then roll in a number of 
large stones and fill the rest of the 
hole wit Ii dirt. tam ping it well all the 
way up. 
i^uch a post, lf properly 
braced, will not give much under any 
strain that may tie put upon it. 
A 
way that is still better, though a little 
more expensive, is to set the corner 
X*ost in cement. 
The 
fencing 
selected 
should 
be 
strongly woven and made of good sized 
wire. 
Flimsy fencing costs a little 
less at first, but does not last well 
enough to w arrant putting it up. 
Be 
sure that the cr*ins wires are fastened 
firmly to the longitudinal strands, so 
that they cannot l*e spread out of 
place. 
Both the woven and the barbed 
wire should be well galvanized. 
Wire 
that is galvanized after weaving, as 
shown by the crevices and joints be­ 
ing tilled with the galvanizing material, 
will last much longer than that which 
is galvanized before weaving. 
In the 
latter case the galvanizing material 
will lie more or less cracked, and the 
wire will soon begin to rust. 
It is of great imjiortance to have the 
wire well stretched. An ordinary wire 
stretcher will not stretch woven wire 
tightly enough 
W here a large quan­ 
tity Is purchased at a time a power­ 
ful wire* stretcher is usually thrown in. 
It will pay to set a tem porary post a 
little way back from the corner to 
stretch from. 
The wire should be 
w rapt>ed around the corner post and 
fastens! In several places, as the strain

here is very heavy. 
If there are more 
than tw enty rods in a single line it 
will be necessary to brace a line post 
midway between the corners to stretch 
from, as more than tw enty rods can­ 
not be tightened satisfactorily s t one 
stretch. 
W herever a gate Is to be put in the 
posts wilh have to be braced solidly. 
A good way to do this is to put in 
posts that will extend about twelve 
feet above the ground and connect the 
tops with a strong wire. This method 
of bracing cannot be used with cement 
posts, as they will not stand much 
lateral strain. 
A swinging gate is by far the most 
convenient, provided It Is properly put 
In. 
It should be well enough braced 
so th at It will not sag and drag on the 
ground. 
In places where the snow is 
likely to drift a gate th at can be ad­ 
justed to various heights Is a great 
convenience. 
Fig. 2 shows a conven­ 
ient and easily constructed type of 
wooden gate. 
For road gates and at 
other places w here appearance counts 
for anything an iron gate la preferable. 
It looks better and la more durable, 
but the coot la considerably greater.
